WORLD’S WORST 
FAMINE. . 


Although the Government has resolved 
that it cannot make a grant for the relief 
of famine-stricken Russia, it has decided 
to make a gift in kind. 

Stores of foodstuffs, valued at £190,000, 
now in the hands of the Disposals Board, 
will be given to the British relief organisa- 
tions.in the: Volga area, and it is expected 
that the public will subscribe a sum of 
£30,000. ! 

These facts were disclosed by Mr. Fisher 
in the House of Commons yesterday, when 
he moved a vote of £100,000 for “the cost 
of certain miscellaneous war services.” - 

Mr. Barnes and other members told 
harrowing stories of the suflerings of the 
Russian peasants; but Mr. Chamberlain 
reminded them that there was acute 
suffering among the unemployed in Britain 
also, and that the Government could not 
incur further expenditure. 


15,000,000 IN NEED. 


TREE BARK AND GRASS AS 
FOOD. 


Mr. Fisher said that the vote was for the 
purpose of enabling a gift in kind to be made 
to the British agencies now engaged in relief 
work in the famine-stricken areas of Russia. 
It was quite conceivable, 
that the calamity in Russia might exceed the 
dimensions of any of the catastrophes witnessed 
in India. It was estimated that 15,000,000 of 
the inhabitants of the Volga country alone were 
in dire need of food. Sir Benjamin Robertson, 
& well-known Indian official, with great ex- 
perience of Indian famine work, reported that 
there was no food whatever left in the famine 
area, an the people who were not being fed 
either by the Russian Government or by the 
relief organisatione had to exist on tree bark 
and on grass. 

GOOD WORK. 

The two British organisations now at work 
were the Save the Children Fund and the 
Society of Friends. Their work had been well 
reported on, and there was no loss of the stores 
destined for the famine area where they were 
operating. Anything that was sent out would 
be wisely and economiea.ly distributed. 

Although it had been decided not to make a 
direct grant out of public funds in existing cir- 
cumstances, the Government had decided to 
make a ee of food stores out of the — 
now in the hands of the Disposa’s Board. The 
two British Societies reported that unless they 
could obtain a further and fuller measure of 
support before long all their work would be un- 
done, end they said that a further expenditure 
of £220,000 must be incurred to keep alive the 
children in their area until the next harvest. 

There was a sum of £190,000 in sight, includ- 
ing the present grant, leaving a balance of 
£30,000 which it wae believed would be raised 
by private contributions in Great Britain. The 
American relief organisation, it was h 
would undertake the responsibility of fe ing 
the adults in the British area and bens 
some 200,000 or 300,000 of them alive at a cost 
of about £260,000 

He understood that the food stores to be given 
by the British Government were all in good 
condition, and, if not teal from the point of 
view of feeding chikdgeri, they would be of the 
utmost service. It was said that this £100,000 
would go no way to’meet the situation, (Op 
position nA and an Hon, Member—“ It is 
disgraceful.’’) He thonght that they were en- 
tit.ed to limit themselves to the areas now 
being worked by the British agencies, and it 
had to be remembered that the possibilities of 
relief were limited by the deplorable condition 
of the Russian railways. The Government were 
advised that they could not get greater stores 
to the famine area within the allotted time.

It was untrue to eay that the famine had 
been caused by Bolshevism. The real cause had 
been the absence of rainfall, and the famine 
would have come about if there had been no 
Bolshevist Government. (Hear, hear.) 

He suggested the Government should make 
the £100, into £500,000. (Hear, hear.) The 
people of Great Britain would readily grant 
such a sum. There was no foundation for the 
assertion that relief would be diverted to the 
support of the Red armies. 

DISMAY 

Mr. Foot, in a maiden speech, said that the 
refusal of the Government to assist adequately 
the relief of the Russian famine had been 
heard with dismay in England. He appealed 
for the children. Every child in Russia had 
an equal claim to hfe and happiness with the 
children in British homes. 

It was not a question whether they could 
afford to spend the money, but whether they 
could afford not to spend it. America had set 
them & great example, but it was a most 
humiliating thing that, after America had fed 
1,000,000, and were actually proposing to feed 
more, when the Government were appealed 
to for assistance they went to America and 
asked that country to extend its beneficence. 
He agreed with the Minister of Education when 
he said that money spent on children was a 
long-range investment, 

THE “ PIGEON.” 

Sir J. Rees doubted whether the Government 
had any moral right to divert to the succour 
of the people of any foreign nation, however 
much bhais were suflering, any of the money 
collected with such difficulty from the over- 
burdened taxpayers of Britain for the national 
requirements. 

He knew what loveable and unpracticable 
children the Russian peasants were: he had 
slept in their huts, and had been bitten to 
death. (Laughter.) 

Lady Astor—Oh, no!

Sir John Rees added, amid laughter, that in

India and Egypt. 


After a four months’ tour in India the 
Prince of Wales left Karachi yesterday for 
Ceylon. When the Indian visit was under- 
taken, on the advice of the Earl of 
Reading, gloomy people foretold all sorts 
and, indeed, the 
wisdom of the visit was doubted gravely 
by many thoughtful Britons. The agita- 
tion against the Raj was almost at its 
height. Mr. Gandhi was about to 
launch his intensive. campaign of “non- 
co-operation,” and a complete boycott of 
the Royal: tour was organised throughout | 
India. Trouble began on the very day of the 
Prince's arrival at Bombay, and a series of 
hartals, or days of mourning, was arranged 
in all the tewns which he proposed to visit. 
Nevertheless, he insisted on carrying out 
his original programme almost to the 
letter. To say that the tour passed off 
without a hitch would be untrue; but its 
success exceeded the expectations of the 
most sanguine prophets. The love of pomp 
and circumstance is one of the mest deeply- 
rooted traits in the character of the Indian 
people, and their respect for Royalty is 
far greater than their interest in 
any - political doctrine. ‘Consequently the 
Gandhi hartals were honoured more often 
in the breach than in the observance, and 
the remarkable personality of the young 
Prince triumphed over a temper which 
one time seemed to be distinctly dangerous. 

The Prince of Wales has done a great 
service to the Empire by his work in India, 
and has proved once more the incalculable 
value of a Royal Ambassador. During his 
four months, in the Dependency he came 
into intimate contact with all classes of 
the teeming population. Unfortunately, 
just as the effect of his presence was be- 
ginning to make itself felt throughout 
India, Mr. Montagu perpetrated. his 
disastrous blunder, and no man can tell 
how events will shape themselves now. 
Mr. Montagu has been relieved of his 
office, but so far the Prime Minister has 
been unable to discover a suitable 
successor. The Conservative wing of the 
Coalition has banned the appointment of 
anather Liberal, and none of. the eligible 
Tories seems to be anxious to step into 
Mr. Montagu's shoes. ‘The Earl of Derby 
was Mr. Lloyd George’s first choice, 
but he refused to join a _. moribund 
Coalition. Then the Duke of Devonshire 
was approached, but he, too, declined with 
thanks. Now, we understand; overtures 
are. being made to the Earl of Crawford 
and Balcarres ; but the refusal of his two 
Conservative colleagues is not. likely to 
hasten his acceptance of an arduous task. 
The Montagu policy in India has failed, 


| ani what is needed is not a new Secretary 


of State, but a new policy. Britain cannot 
go back on the Government of India Act; 
but she cannot, and will not, allow her- 
self to be bullied into further concessions 
by unscrupulous agitators. 

‘The Government. ought to take a hianon 
from recent events in Egypt. Here, as 
in India, an extreme firebrand, -Zaghlul 
Pasha, was clamouring for complete inde- 


pendence. Fortunately for the Empire, 


Viseount Allenby was in Egypt, “and. 


ie the issue of a reseript by the Sultan 
announcing that he had assumed the title 
of His Majesty Fuad LL, King of Egypt. 
The majority of the population rejoiced, 
and ‘there is every reason to hope that a 
new chapter has been opened in Egyptian 
history. India is in a different case; yet 
the principle which Lord Allerby applied 
in Egypt might be applied with equal effect 
lin that country, Indecision has been the 
curse of the Montagu régime. The Govern- 
ment, or its. successor, ought to proclaim 
its policy at Delhi, stating exactly how 
far it is prepared to go to meet the 


| Nationalists’ demands. Then, having made 


definite promises, it. must fulfil them and 
refuse to budge another inch. 


The Russian Famine. 


One of the unhappy results of Britain's 
financial difficulties was discussed in 
the House of Commons yesterday. 
Hitherto England and the United States 
have been the grand almoners of the 
world. During the war England advanced 
huge sums—now virtually — irrecover- 
able—to her less wealthy Allies. Since the 
war she has helped new or struggling 
States to the tune of some £54,000,000. 
She is poor herself to-day and is forced to 
harden her heart to further calls upon her 
benevolence. Unfortunately, the latest 
appeal is of the most urgent and terrible 
kind. An immense area of Russia is 
scourged with famine, and fifteen millions 
of people in the Volga country may be 
dead before the next harvest unless 
Europe's. charity keeps them alive. The 
British Government cannot assist them 
on anything like the old scale. Before 
the war no taxpayer would have grumbled 
if it had asked Parliament to vote five 
or ten millions for such an emergency ; 
but to-day it must look twice at every 
penny. The immediate necessities of the 
two recognised relief agencies—the “ Save 
the Children Fund ” and the Society of 
Friends—demand food sf{ipplies to the 
value of £220,000. The British Govern- 
ment has decided that it cannot take this 
money from the taxpayer. It will give 
foodstuffs, valued at £190,000, which are 
now in the hands of the Disposals Board ; 
and it hopes that a sum of £30,000 will be 
raised by public contribution. The 
decision was att@ked by several speakers ; 
but we think that Mr. Chamberlain gave 
an effective answer. to the Government s 
critics. Great Britain is groaning under an 
almost intolerable burden of taxation ; 
dismal processions of unemployed walk 
her streets; her financial outlook is of 
the darkest. It is easy for Mr. Barnes 
and others to complain of the Govern- 
ment's callousness; but the too successful 
clamour and class-selfishness of Mr. 
Barnes's party are largely responsible for 
the present state of the public purse. We 
have sincere sympathy with the wretched 
peasants of famine-stricken Russia, and 
we hope that private charity, both in 
Great Britain and Ireland, will do its 
utmost for them. Nevertheless, we cannot 
invite’ a sorely distressed Government to 
push philanthropy to the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. It is a tragic dilemma. 


Railway Amalgamation. 


The amalgamation of the London and 
North-Western and Midland Railway Com- 
panies is announced officially to-day. It 
represents the biggest transaction of the 
kind in the railway history of these 
islands, and, perhaps, of the whole world, 
The amalgamated company, with the 
smaller. companies already absorbed, will 
serve a very large part of England, Scot- 
land, and Wales, and its joint capital will 
amount to £392,000,000. The position of 
shareholders in either company will not 
be affected by the mérger; but, as a 
result, of the great economies which now 
become possible, the travelling and trading 
public may expect reduced fares and rates. 
Twenty directors. will control this vast 
concern—a lesson for Ireland, whose com- 
paratively insignificant railway system is 
festooned with directors. The Irish rail- 
ways are now in the melting-pot, and it 
certain that reform must be based on the 
principle of amalgamation. We have too 
many railways in this small island—there 
are fifteen south of Dublin—and the result 
is passed on to the public in the shape of 
superior charges and inferior services. 
The Irish railway problem must be tackled 
boldly as soon as the Free State is in full 
possession of its powers. 


Fiume. 

The citizens of Fiume do not have much 
opportunity for work. The polity of their 
pigmy State has been overturned by 
another: coup de théitre. This latest 
trouble has been made by the Arditi, 
who, although as fervent lovers of Italy 
as the Fascisti, disagree with them about 
the method of holding Fiume. The Arditi 
favour the establishment of a Constituent 
Assembly, and their present action was pre 
cipitated hy\the Fascistt's determination to 
continue urider a military dictatorship. 
The wretched, city groans; but, apparently, 
its good interests are of little im- 
portance with the perfervid Arditi so lon 
as they can wear their black jerseys an 
dourish through the streets bristling with

LORD DERBY EXPLAINS. 


Lord Derby, Chairman of the Junior Carlton 
Club, last evening presided over a meeting of 
members of that institution, at which the prin- 
cipal speaker was Mr. Stanley Baldwin, Presi 
dent of the Board of Trade. 

Lord Derby began by giving his reasons for 
declining the offer made to him of the Secre- 
taryship of State for India. He said that, 
although it was an informal meeting, he was 
going to ask those present to allow him to give 
ene or two words of a personal character. , 

An outgoing Minister had a right, by per- 
mission of the King, to give his reasons for 
resigning his office, and it almost became am 
obligation that he should give such explanation ; 
but no such obligation appertained to a private 
person who asked leave to decline an office. At 
the same time, he wished to give, in his own 
words, and not from the imagination of other 
people, the reason why he asked leave to de- 
cline the offer made to him. 

He thanked the Prime Minister for making 
him the offer. Many reasons had been given 
by people who knew nothing about it as to 
why he did not accept.  “ But,” said Lord 
Derby, “I resent the suggestion that because 
tome people think the ship is sinking I refuse 
to go on board of it. That would have been, 
indeed, a most despicable reason to have given, 
and it is more despicable when you think that 
those of my Conservative comrades in past 
Governments, and especially my leader of the 
past, Sir Arthur Balfour, are still on that ship. 
I want, with the greatest indignation, to deny 
any such assertion as that.”

He certainly did not expect such a change, 
and there was one thing that they did mot 
expect to see anyway—that was their friends 
the Auxiliaries, thé “ Black-and-Tans,” and the 
Kritish soldiers, who kept them so busy, sailing 
away, and also the civilian or semi-civilian 
| occupants of Dublin Castle. They did not 
expect to seo the Auxiliary Division walk out 
of Beggar's Bush Barracks and their own men, 
who had been hunted and worried, walking 
in—those lads who would. have been shot like 
dogs,if they were caught, They would almost 
as soon have expected to see their soldiers beat- 
ing the enemy out of all the:strongholds. But 
they had beaten him out by the fight made in 
Ireland and in London. He was supposed to 
have been shot and captured several times. 
But Dublin Castle had-surrendered to him. 

This time: last year the present Postmaster- 
General was in penal eervitude, and now he 
was at work in his office preparing to take over 
that huge machine—the Post Office. Their 
stamps were different. They were now forming 
a police force to put: down outbreaks of 
violence, which usually follow such conditions 
as prevailed in Ireland for the past three 
years: but their opronents were not satisfied 
with this force. They had many grievances. 
Its formation was causing them ‘sleepless 
nights. The force is being enrolled under the 
Provisional Government instead of under Dail 
Eireann: or was it the other way round? 
Whatever way it was, their opponents say that 
it was 'wrong. They eay that. there will be 
‘trouble. The violence and outrages are minor 
matters, the protection of the people and pro- 
perty are trifling affairs, fit work for incom- 
petent. amatéufs, but ‘beneath the dignity of 
high-minded men of principle who know 60 
‘much more than- others about freedom and up- 
holding the Republic. 


NO DESIRE FOR WAR.

A captive observation balloon flying over 
Angers, Maine-et-Noire, France, yesterday 
morning, broke away from its moorings, 
carrying away one of the men who was 
holding a mooring rope. 

The balloon “was being sent aloft by a 


two cables. One of the cables snapped, 
and the sudden lightening of the strain 
caused the balloon to shoot up, with ten 
men hanging to the second cable. 

When at heights of from 15 to 90 feet 
nine of the men dropped off. Eight re 
ceived minor injuries, but the ninth sus- 
tained several broken bones, and died late 
last night. 

The tenth men, a mechanic named 
Chinchemaille,. having held. on. too. long, 
climbed up the rope to ‘a ring on ‘the 
cordage just below ‘the cage, where he 
secured himself. He was seen waving a 
handkerchief as the balloon drifted ont of 
sight. 

An aeroplane was sent up; in pursuit, 
and caught up the: balloon at a height of 
6,000 feet. The airmen were unable to 
render assistance, however, but on return- 
ing to land reported that Chinchemaille 
had secured himself with ropes. 

Some hours later, however, he re- 
appeared at the artillery dépét, the balloon 
having come down some twenty miles from 
Angers. Chinchemaille was bumped on 
the ground, but finally got caught in a 
hedge, where he succeeded in freeing him- 
self from the ropes. He was only slightly 
bruised,

PRINCE LEAVES INDIA.

“AULD LANG SYNE” AND 
PARTING CHEERS. 


i KARACHI, Friday. 

The Prince of Wales said good-bye to India 
to-day in a round of functions at Karachi before 
embarking on the light cruiser Comus to join 
the Renown, which lay anchored in the outer 
roads. 

The day's evenis were mostly of a formal 
military order. The Royal train arrived at the 
canionment station at 9.50, the Prince being 
met there by Sir George Lloyd, the Governor of 
Bombay, and a large gathering of officers and 
officials. 

After inspecting the Guard of Honour of the 
‘York and Lancaster Regiment, His Royal High- 
ness proceeded to a dais outside the station, 
where he received an address of welcome, to 
which he replied. 

He then drove in State via the Bunds road, 
which was lavishly decorated, to the Frere Hall, 
over which the Prince’s Standard was broken as 
he passed through the Guard of Honour into 
the enclagure beyond. Here the Prince presented 
new colours to the 126th Baluchistan Infantry, 
which marched past to their pipes and 
drums, followed -.by the colour ‘parties 
and revresentatives of other Baluchi battalions. 

His Royal Highness’ then took up his position 
at the base of Baluchistan’s war memorial. 
The senior British officer of these troops then 
read an address, which was translated by the 
senior Bal-ichi officer. 

At the Govenor’s request 
veiled the memorial. 

Attended by an escort of the 29th Central 
India Horse and of thé 136th Battery, Royal 
PArtillery, the Prince went to Government 
‘House, where he took lunch. To the thunder 
of a salute from the artillery on the Maidan, 
the Prince left Government House just after 
six, and rode in procession, ria the Havelock, 
‘Kutchery, and’ Bunder roads, to Kiamari, 
‘vhere, haltmmg at tho Sydenham Pavilion, he 
dismounted and inspected the guard of honour 
of the Royal Air Force, proceeding afterwards 
to the grand stand,, where the principal officers 
of the port were presented. 

Then to a storm of cheering, which almost 
drowned the strains.of “ Auld lang syne” from 
the massed bands, the Prince crossed the red- 
carpeted gangway on to the Comus, which im- 
mediately got under weigh. 

His Royal Highness remained on the bridge 
waving to those ashore until the cruiser hed 
rounded the lighthouse point, beyond which lay 
the Renown, the last dying echoes of the 
saluting guns proclaiming that the Indian tour 
had now passed into history.

“ THE TIMES ” “OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


With the publication of the Air Ministry's 
Estimates yesterday the ordinary supply service 
estimates for the coming finencial year are com- 
plete. They amount to a total of 5214 millions, 
which compares with an estimate of 665 millions, 
including supplementary estimates, for the year 
now drawing to aclose. In the circular issued to 
the Government Department in May last year it 
was requested that the original estimates, ex- 
gan supplementaries, of 603 millions, should 
be uced by 113 millions to 490 millions for 
1922-23. , 

The departments volunteered to reduce them 
to 528 millions. 
Exchequer righly decided that this was not 
enough, and appeinted the Economy Committee, 
with instructions to reduce the estimates by 
a further 100 millions to 428 millions. At pre- 
sent the figures are a mystery, which should be 
elucidated at the earliest possible moment.

THE GENOA ‘CONFERENCE. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times writes:—It continues to be represented 
that the Prime Minister is éxtremely amxious to 
attend the Genoa Conference. That Conference 
has not all the glamour it once had, and the 
Prime Minister's desire may not be quite what 
it was. But with what authority would he go?

ADJUSTING ACCOUNTS. 


DUTY_OF JOINT EXCHEQUER 
BOARD. 


The London Gazette of last night contained 
an Order in Council, made at Buckingham 
Palace on Wednesday, dealing with the duty 
of the Joint Exchequer Board under the 
Government of Ireland Act, 1920, to determine 
any matter which is to be determined in pur- 
suance of the Trish Transfer Order made under 
the Act. No date having been fixed for “ an 
appointed day ” under the financial provisions 
ot the Act, His Majesty is pleased to order, 
and it, is hereby ordered, as follows :— 

(1) This Order may be cited as the Gpvern- 
ment. of freland (Adjusiment of Payments) 
Order, 1922. i i 

(2.) The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies for 
the purposes of the interpretation of this 
Order in like manner as it applies to the in- 
terpretation of an Act of Parliament. 

(3.) The Joint Exchequer Board shall, at the 
request of the Treasury, determine any question 
that may arise :— 

(a) As to the extent to which any charge 
on the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom 
for Irish Services, including any charge for the 
benefit of the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, 
or any grant or contribution out of moneys 
provided by the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom, so far as made for those services, 
ought to abate | 

(b.) As to the extent to which any payment 
to be made directly or indirectly out of the 
Local Taxation (Ireland) Account for Irish 
Services ought to be reduced, by reason of 
the coming into operation of the financial pro- 
visions of the Act as respects Northern Ireland, 


and the transfer of Irish Services to the Govern- 


ment of Northern Ireland. 

In making such determination, the Board 
shall endeavour to secure that the charge, grant, 
contribution, or payment shall, pending the 
coming into operation of the financial pro- 
visions of the Act as respects Southern Ireland 


amd the trausfer of Irish Services to the Govern- 


ment of Southerm Ireland, continue at a rate 
or amount sufficient. to enable the like payments 
to be made thereout for purposes in Southern 
Ireland as would have heen made if the Act had 
not been passed.

RECONSTRUCTION IN PEACE. 


St. Patrick s Day was celebrated last night by 
members and friends of thé Association of the 
Union of the Four Provinces. of Ireland by a 
banquet and ball ab the Hotel Ceeil. Dr. 
Alexander McDonnell, the President of the As- 
sociation, was‘in the chair, and those present in- 
cluded Miss Collins, sister of Mr. M. Collins. 
The Irish Provisional Government was repre- 
sented by Mr. 8. ‘Milroy. Mrs. S. Connolly, 
Lord and Lady Ffrench, and Mr. Walter Cole, 
ex-Alderman of Dublin, were also amung the 
guests, who numbered .600. 

The musical. programme included contribu- 
tions by Mr. Jerome Murphy, who sang “ The 
Sun is now rising on Ireland ” and “ The Jug of 
Punch,’ and Miss Pattie O'Hanlon, who sang 
“The Hills of Donegal “and ' For the Green.” 

Mr. A. McDonnell, in proposing “ Ireland,”’ 
said that the Association was for social pur- 
poses, but they would pardon a departure into 
a political reference on that occasion. He re- 
ferred to the. fact: that Ireland had suffered 
cruelties and tortures for ages, and had striven 
unsuccessfully to get self-government. Now that 
they had been offered that self-government, he 
thought that it would be a great mistake not 
to accept it, and go hack to all the suffermgs 
of the past. He hoped that they would unite 
and accept it, and open a new era for Ireland. 
MR. COLLINS’S MESSAGE. 

Responding. to the toast with which his name 
had been associated, Mr. 8. Milroy read the fol- 
lowing letter from Mr. M. -Collins:-— 

“I have been invited to the banquet to be 

iven at the Hotel Cecil by the Union of the 
bu Provinces Association. As it will be im- 
possible for me to join them there, I have to 
ask you to represent me at: that function. 
Please give my sincerest apologies to the club, 
and tell them it is only pressute of urgent busi- 
ness that prevents my being present. 

“I should like very much to be present when

uigtory. To-day, we have succeeded where our 
fathers failed. The long conflict of 700 years 
has been haopily terminated by the Treaty. of 
peace entered into between the Governments of 
Great Britain and Ireland.

“ After these centuries of conflict, we want 
a period of quiet in order to retrench our 
national treasury and to reconstruct on 4 broad 
and prosperous basis the whole foundation of 
the nation: For this we are actually laying 
our plans at the moment, and shortly opera- 
tions will be commenced that will pave the way 
for the brighter and happier Ireland. of the 
future.” 

He took. the opportunity of thanking the 
patriots in Ireland and England for the efforts 
that they had made for the great cause, 
without whose efforts he believed that they 
would not have been able to achieve the success 
that they had achieved. 

Mr. Milroy spoke ef the long struggles of 
the past, which had at last led to a free Ire- 
land, and spoke with hope and assurance for 
the future, when they would “no longer be 
ruled by foreign bayonets, but by the brains 
of men and women and in accordance with the 
wishes. of the people.” They were carrying 
into the future of a resurrected nation tha 
tradition of a bright, ‘heroic, and glorious past.

There was a special 
Shamrock parade of the Catholic Boys’ Brigade 
at the Franciscan Church, Merchants’ quay, 
the smart turn-out of the lads being witnessed 
by a large concourse of spectators.

The customary Services in celebration of the 
National Festival were held in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday. At 8 o'clock and

At noon came the Pre- 
centor’s lecture on the history of the Cathedral. 

At the Festal Evensong at 4 o'clock the 
preacher wat the Bishop of Ossory. He selected 
as his text—' By this shall all men know that 
ye are My disciples, if ye have love one to 
another ’’ (John xiii., 35). After a reference 
to the work of St. Patrick in Ireland, he went 
on to say that they were now passing through 
very anxious and difficult days. Many of their 

le were dreading what the future might 
ing, and some, overcome by faithlessness 
and pessimism, were inclined to hold aloof, or 
even to leaye the country in oe. just when 
Ireland needed the services of all her sons, and

DR. LAWLOR’S LECTURE. 


Cathedral, Rev. J. H. Lawlor, D.D., spoke first 
of the site on which the Cathedral was 
and dealt with its early associations. t 
site, in the days of St. Laurence O’Toole, who 
died about 1180, was a parish church called St. 
Patrick on the Island, which was outside the 
walls of the Danish City of Dublin. Dublin, he 
thonght, was the earliest i ] 

It was established | 

about 1040, and extended only to the city walls. 

It was clear from the names of streets 
around the Cathedral that all the people who 
lived there in those days were genuine Celts, 
a lower. class of people, he dared say, who 
would not be allowed into Dublin, and it was 
there that they had their church, the parish 
church of St. Patrick. Why was it called St. 
Patrick’s Church? The Irish people alwa 
called their churches after the name of the 
first missionary who came to the place where i; 
stood. Thus, they had in the twelfth century, 
or perhaps earlier, St. Patrick’s Church in the 
middie of the Irish quarter, which meant that 
the people in that place supposed that St. 
Patrick had preached on that t, and had 
been the evangelist of that little bit of the 
gone 
In further confirmation of the supposition 
that St. Patrick had preached at that place, 
Dr. Lawlor said that when he went from Tara 
to Cashel the saint must have gone by the 
great south road, which was known to have 
passed there. They knew that it went across 
the Dodder at Dennybrook, at the ford where 
the bridge now was, and that it crossed the 
Liffey at the spot where the Mendicity Institute 
now stood. ‘the word Stoneybatter indicated 
that it passed there, “ stony ” being an lish 
word and “ batter’ a corruption of the Irish 
word “ botar,” while Bishop street was for- 
merly known as Butter lane, “ butter” also 
being a corruption of “‘dotar.”’ Therefore, 
there was very good reason for supposing that 
that Cathedral took its name from the fact tha’ 
St. Patrick preached in the fifth century on the 
ground on which they now worshipped evéry 
Sunday. 

The Cathedral was first built by John Comyn, 
the first Anglo-Norman Archbishop of Dublin. 
Christ Church Cathedral was what was called a 
regular Cathedral, but Comyn determined to 
build a Cathedral of a different kind, and St. 
Patrick's was a secular Cathedral. Henry of 
London, who succeeded him, and who wes Lord 
Lieutenant, increased the constitution, and ap- 
pointed four dignitaries. Luke, whose surname 
was not known, came next, and it was he who 
built the Cathedral which existed to-day, and 
which was consecrated in 1255, the last year i 
hiz archbishopric. 

After the lecture Dr. Lawlor conducted those 
present round the Cathedral, and explained the 
many objects of interest.

State,” were painted and pencilled on the walls 
and doors of houses of we men and of a 
local Volunteer officer. the ropes from which 
flags were to hang at the platform were cut 
down, but they were replaced later, and a flag 
bearing an Irish inscription was hoisted. .

INDEPENDENCE AND CIVIL 
WAR. 


Speaking at a big meeting in Maryborough 
yesterday, in support of the Treaty, Aiderman 
Cosgrave (Dublin), said thet Mr. de Valera 
was reported in that day's papers as stating 
that it was only by civil war after this that 
they could get their independence. He (Alder- 
man Cosgrave) put it to them whether civil war 
ever brought a blessing on any country, and 
whether it was not better to eee how far they 
could see eye to eye with their fellow-counitry- 
men and get into one party, than to seek civil 
independence by civil war. If the report were 
correct it showed absolute bankruptcy of states- 
manship on the other side. (Hear, hear.)

MR. DE VALERA’S SADDEST 
DAY.

Lloyd George the final demands of the Dail 
Cabinet, but in that supreme hour of 
Ireland’s destinies, when they could have got 
what they wanted Mr. Collins refused to ac- 
company Mr, Griffith, and thus let down his 
country. By removing the Belfast boycott Mr. 
Collins was also responsible for what was now 
happening in Belfast. 

Mr. Brugha further declared that the Com- 
mittee that was organising the new police force 
for the alleged Provisional Government wae for 
the most part composed of ex-' Black and 
Tans,” and such a force could not maintain 
order in the country, and in many parts 1ts 
members might get rough treatment. He re- 
peated his statement made at New Ross to the 
effect that unless the men who had borne the 
brunt of the fighting for the past few years 
were given votes they would make themselves 
heard in a very strenuous way,

But there is a great deal more to it than that. 
When the United States woke up one morning 
and found strong men blubbering like babies 
as they painted up “ Horlick’s Entire” on the 
plate-glass window of McGonigie’s place, it was 


prophesied that, though the hardened sinners 


might seek by devious and unaccountable ways 
to get full of the old, familiar tarantula juice, 
the virtuous and enlightened citizen of the 
United States would grumble a piece, and then 
settle down ,to a life of abstinence from 
spirituous liquors. with the same supine 
noquiescence that he has always displayed in 
the presence of his political bosses and his wife. 
Indeed, a prohibition boss is, after all, only a 
articularly bossy kind of political boss, and 
here was no reason to suppose that the citizen 
who took his orders from a Fingy Conners or an 
Abe Ruef would not take them from a Pussy- 
foot Johnson. 


Unexpected Resuits. 


The United States citizen, however, has done 
nothing of the kind. Moved by same deep- 
rooted instinct of civilisation, which there was 
no reason to suspect him of possessing, he 
declared, with astonishing unanimity, that, so 
far as he was concerned, prohibition would not 
prohibit. It has long since ceased to be a case 
of the flavour of stolen fruits. _Hiram cannot 
(theoretically) buy or sell intoxicants, but he 
can brew fifty gallons per day oh his own 
domestic premises, and drink it up at night, like 
the busy bee in “ Alice,” and nobody dares to 
say him nay. And he does. Not only does he, 
but Momma, who formerly refused to allow 
liquor in the house, though she made no. objec- 
tion to Hiram necking a few at McGonigle’s 

lace before boarding the home train, now 
cleans up the bathroom after Hank has taken 
the stuff down to the cellar to cool, and even 
takes a glass with her fried chicken 
just to show the paternal Govern- 
ment that she is moving with the times. 

In a word, anybody in the States who wants 
‘o drink, drinks. ‘The difference is that nowa- 
jays no sufficient control is exercised over the 
quality of the beverage, and if the man who 
wints a drink in a hurry gets stung with a 
mixture of bay rum and varnish-remover, there 
is nothing for him to do but crawl away and 
die at. leisure. The result of the whole business 
has been the vecy reverse of what the Pussy- 
foots anticipated. .Before the days of pro- 
hibition the average American was a crude and 
uneducated, though generally quite moderate, 
drinker. He would go into a saloon and fling 
three fingers of fusel oil against his epiglottis, 
wash it of with a gulp of iced water, and back 
to the office again. And he thought he was 
drinking. He never learnt to drink wine, partly 
because he could not afford it except when he 
lived near where it was but 
chiefi because Momma had 
schoo to say, “The lips’ that 
liquor shall never touch mine,” 
she afterwards construed as meanin 
Hank might give all the bar-tenders in Missouri 
cocktail-mixer's cramp during office hours, but 
at the groaning domestic board nothing more 
punchful than sarsaparilla drut would be passed 
tound to alleviate the groaners. 

Now Pussyfoot has taught America what it 
never knew before—that John Barleycorn 
Bacchus is no brawling Silenus of the stews, 
but a high personage into whose real and bene- 
ficent presence only the respectfully initiated 
may come. The lesson has been imparted in 
several ways. Hiram always drank bad stuff 
because he did not know any better—bad 
whiskey which he swallowed raw for the sake of 
the ‘“‘kick,” bad champagne especially manu- 
factured for American consumption out of un- 
pipe pears and potato spirit, and bad claret 

to which Hank invariably. deposited a | 
lump of ice before murmuring, “ This is the 
life ! " It was bad stuff, but it 
was not so bad that it really injured a 
robust constitution etcept after year of 
wear. In the ghd years before prohibition cold 
epple-pie—and I! should explain that an 
American pie is not like our pies, but a cold 
slab of paste, made out of cotton-seed oil, 
cream of tartar, and flour, laid upon a second 
and even more soggy layer of the same, with 
& thin veneer of apple in between—broke up 
more happy homes and filled more wooden 
nightshirts in a month than drink did in a year. 
But there was never an anti-pie campaign, be- 
cause the Americans are a sentimental people, 
and pie was the thing that mother made.

The man 
who could afford neither drank good 
heer, but he drank it politely and 
respectfully. Even the old, bold mate of Henry 
Morgan sip his rum with discernment, 
though he did finally roll beneath the bench. 
Whatever book or piece of literature he took 
up, whether it was a history of the Babylonian 
Empire or an ode of Keats, the discourse of a 
hilosopher or the latest novel, Hank discovered 
hat in every country in the world except the 
United States the men and women who were 
sufficiently educated to respect anything—and 
in most cases those who were not educated at 
all—respected alcohol and praised it, honoured 
{ta use, condemned its abuse, and made ex- 
ceptional efforts to secure a better article “or 
a less price.

Port and Mahogany. 


Now what the people of the United States 
rte is that drink shall be gradually intro- 
luced, but on an educational basis. At first 
light wines only should be legalised. The 
Saloon, as we «cnew it, would not be re-opened, 
but the sale of wine for consumption on the 
premises would be permitted, provided that the 
patron. drank sitting. The use of ice would be 
strictly prohibited, and any man seen to drink 
standing up (unless in the act of drinking a 
toast) would be heavily fined. No man would 
e served unless in company. The solitary in- 
dividual who felt that he simply must have a 
drink would have to crack a bottle with the 
proprietor, who would be compelled by law to 
accede to any reasonable request of this 
character. This would ensure the proprietor’s 
keeping at least a few bottles of good stuff 
on the premises, and otherwise approaching the 
details of his business in a right spirit. Sherry 
would be permitted to be sold only in 
restaurants and to patrons who had ordered a 
dinner of at least five courses. 

Cocktails would be legally servable in quan- 
tities of not more than one per customer, but 
only after the latter was actually seated at 
table. A man who puts a cocktail into him- 
self without the absolute certainty that he is 
going to put a square meal on top of it within 
the ensuing ten minutes is committing a crime 
against nature. Port wine would be the sub- 
ject of severe restriction. It would be saleable 
in clubs, but only to members possessing a 
port wine licence, which, of course, could be 
obtained only by men of high intellectual 


. attainments, established cosmopolitanism, and 


eo on. In other 


words, only the men 
who might be 


expected to approach 
rt wine with instructed reverence would 
permitted to buy it. It would 
be for them to spread enlightenment by treating 
such of their friends as they deemed) worthy of 
initiation. Similar safeguards would hedge 
about the drinking of port wine in the home. 
The possession of a mahogany dining table and 
a library would be an essential qualification, in 
addition to intellectual attributes. 

Whiskey would be rigorously excluded from

THE NEWSPAPER PRESS 
FUND. 


A LITTLE-KNOWN ORGANISA- 
TION. 


Of the many great organisations for the 
relief of distress the Newspaper Press Fund is 
one of which little is known by the general 
public. ‘To do good by stealth, and blush 
to find it fame” is not quite its way of con- 
ducting business. Most certainly, to do good is 
its sole pur , but so stealthily does it go to 
work that Pame’s brazen tongue is robbed of 
its bragging. The extent of the whole of its 
work is unknown even to most journalists. A 
few membets of the loca) Committee and the 
members of the General Council for the time 
being are alone in a position to know of the 
extent of its activities and the admirable work 
carried on in its name; the many cases of dis- 
tress relieved; the widows supported, and t!. 
number of children edueated. 

Before the formation of the Fund in 1864, there 
it was no such organisation in existence, and the 
Press presented this strange anomaly—that while 
it was constantly and successfully advocating 
the claims of institutions founded for the bene- 
fit of unfortunate members of other classes of 
society, there was no provision whatever for 
similar cases connected with its own body. 
Like most things of its kind its growth was 
rapid, and, beginning with one central organi- 
sation, it has spread until now there are close 
on thirty districts, of which there are four in 
Ireland—Dublin, Cork, Belfast, and Derry. 

Great names have been identified from time 
to time with the annual festivals held to raise 
funds for the Press Fund. Charles Dickens my 
sided at the dinner held in London in 1865. 
William Ewart Gladstone was the chairman two 
years later.

very successful career, winning a first-class Ex- 
hibition in the Intermediate—a feat which, in 
those days, was a severe test of brains and 
application. From Belvedere he went to the 
oly Cross College at Clonliffe, and graduated 
with honours at the old Royal University just 
thirty-one years i 
Then he went to Rome, to the Irish College, 
and was ordained in 1895. He came back to Ire- 
land in the same. year, and. was appointed to 
a curacy in Rush, Co. Dublin, being transferred 
afterwards to Rollestown, Howth, and Black- 
rock, all in the same county. He never left the 
neighbourhood of Dublin until 1901, when the 
t of Vice-Rector at the Irish College at 
ome fell vacant. The appointment was in the 
gift of the late Archbishop Walsh, and he did 
not hesitate to choose the young curate for the 
important work of this office. Father Byrne 
returned to Rome with the good wishes of all 
the people with whom he had come into contact 
during his short ministry; for already he had 
begun to give promise of those high quali- 
ties which in their maturity won him euch 
golden opinions in the Archdiocese, and Jed 
nally to his election as Dr. Walsb’s successor. 
To a young man of Father Byrne’s abilities, 
the Vice-Rectorship of the Irish College offered 
almost unlimited opportunities. All roads 
lead to the Eternal City, and all advancement 
in the Roman. Catholic Hierarchy comes from 
it. The young Dublin curate was going to 
work under the shadow of the Vatican. Keen 
eyes would follow his every move, and the 
people who loved him at home had little dcubt

that his career in the Church was “ made.” 
But Father Byrne was a very modest man. ‘lhe 
glittering pomp of Rome did not attract nim, 
and he did not cease to hanker after the city 
of his birth. He used his sojourn at home to 
widen the scope of his powerful mind, and to 
transmit some of his own enthusiasm to the 
young men who came under his charge; but 
the yellow waters of the Tiber flowed for him 
in vain, and he wearied for the Liffey’s placid 
stream. 

After three years he asked Archbishop Walsh 
to recall him, and in 1904 came back to Dublin, 
to the great regret of all his friends and col- 
leagues in Rome, where he had made a deep 
impression, not only by his piety, but by his re- 
markably attractive; personality and his simple 
ways.

Nobody but the 
clergy can reciate how the poor live in our 
great cities. y share the most intimate sorrows 
of the submerged unfortunates—who have no 
joys—and learn to know, as few others know, 
whet human suffering means. If you 
want to understand the = relations be- 
tween « Dublin priest and his flock 
in that mysterious underworld that lies between 
Sackville street and Amiens street, you should 
read Mr. O’Riordan’s remarkable wk “Adam 
of Dublin,” which contains g brilliant study of 
a saintly priest, in the person of Father Inno- 
cont. 

But let us return tó Father Byrne His 
sixteen years in Marlborough street gave him 
an unrivalled knowledge of the Archdiocese, 
end his name became known all over the city. 
His natural gift for pulpit oratory had been 
enhanced by his stay in Rome, and his sermons 
in the Pro-Cathedral quickly established his 
reputation as one of the best preachers in the 


| Irish Roman Catholic Church. But he was not 


only a preacher. He was a man of 
very positive personality’ and charm, and he 
goon gained a powerful influence over eve 
section of his varied flock. His work was no 
done in the limelight; his name did not often 
appear in the newspapers. But his qualities 
were of such a character that they could not 
escape the notice of his superiors in the Hier- 
archy, and he was marked out for early pro- 
motion. 

On the death of the Most Rev. Dr. Donnelly, 
Bishop of Canea and co-adjutor to the late Dr. 
Walsh, the Archbishop chose Father Byrne to 
preach his panegyric. This was a remarkable 
oration, and attracted great attention at the 
time: but few imagined that ite author was 
destined to fill the shoes of the prelate about 
whom it was delivered. Dr. Walsh, however 
did not hesitate in his choice of a 
successor, and it was announced soon afterwards 
that Father Byrne had been appointed Bishop 
of Spigaz. ' 

A rather amusing story is told in this connec- 
tion. I give it with all due reserve. A few 
days after the appointment two ladies who were 
members of Father Byrne's flock’ met in Talbot 
street. 

“Good morning, Mary,” said one of them, 
“and did you hear what they are after making 
out of Father Byrne ?”’ 

“1 did not.” 

‘Sure, isn’t he Bishop of Spigas!” 

“Glory be to Goll, and where's that?’’ 

“Hold your tongue. Isn't it the Latin for 
Marlborough street ?”’ 

The new Bishop was consecrated in 1920, 
springing right from a simple curacy to the 
dignity of a See. Such things are rare in the 
Roman Catholic Church, Generally every rung 
of the ladder must be climbed, and the case 
of Dr. Byrne is the third in living memory in 
which the intermediate steps between curacy 
and bishopric have been avoided. A similar

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Story of the Irish Customs—Problems of 
the Future. 


HORTLY after the Normans occupied 
Ireland an Exchequer was established in 
Dublin, and English revenue officers 
were appointed to collect the 
Customs. Richard the Second

to the Irish Exchequer and then bri 
to land! The first taxes levied by the 
English im this country were the “ Ancient 
Custom” duty on exported wool and the 
medimval “ Prieage”’ tax. The ‘‘ Poundage 
tax of 12d. on all goods imported and exported 
wag the next innovation. However, it is quite 
ES that these taxes or imposts were 
requently evaded by the “ lawless Irishry. 
Smuggling was not altogether unknown in those 
ha days. Moreover, the King’s injunctions 
and orders only applied to the Pale, where they 
were but indifferently obeyed. It is interesting 
to note that during the reign of Henry the 
Fourth two worthy Englishmen, named William 
Mireon and John Mirson, were given appoint- 
ments as Collectors of Irish Customs. But as 
“ the country was in a mutinous condition 
these timid revenue officers were allowed to 
employ deputies to perferm their duties. 


INIQUITOUS DUTIES. 


Judging by the various enactments of the 
English monarchs up to the Act of Union, the 
development of Irish trade and commerce had 
no special attractions for them. Henry the 
Eighth, for example, prohibited the export of 
Irish wool. Elizabeth, finding that there was 
extensive smuggling in wool, imposed an export 
tax of Ss. on every eight poun She algo 
went one better than her Royal father by plac- 
ing prohibitive export taxes on fi f, 
taílow wax, deer-ekins, and Lutter. The tax 
on butter was 6d. per pound, while the “ax on 
beef was a penny per pound, or £1 per barrel. 
Iniquitous port duties were, in addition, levied 
on these The import of wine was 
restricted to certain ports, and heavy Customs 
duties were imposed. In 1631 Charles did 
his best to complete the work of 
his predecessors by placing very heavy 
taxes on Irish imports and exports. In con- 
nection with these taxes, I take the liberty of 
quoting the following from “ The King’s Ous- 
toms,” to which admirable work I am indebted 
for many of my facts :— 

“It must be eee that Ney revenue 
regulations applicable to Irish commerce 
satcennel Great Britain and harassed Ire- 
land. The restriction most baneful was 
that upon wool and woollen products, which 
might only be exported to British ports. 
Thus the Irish woollen manufacture was 
slowly strangled. Irish agriculture als 
suffered, both by this and restrictions upon 
the exportation of Irish cattle to Great 
Britain. The products of the Plantations 
and the East fadies might only reach the 
Western island through the ports of her 
more powerful rival. An utter and appall- 
ing ten was manifest in all English 
commercial dealings with Ireland.” 

After the Restoration, Commissioners of 
Revenue were appointed in Ireland. ‘These 
Commissioners controlled the. “ tunnage tax 
on wine and oil and the “ poundage ” levy on 
imported and exported g Ine Oommis- 
sioners were allowed to collect the “* Excise or 
New Impost.” A head official was then ap- 
pointed, and given the imposing title of 
“Taster of Wines and other ‘Liquors, and Sur- 
veyor of the Outs and Defects of the same. 
This official performed his work by employing 
deputies. He paid these deputies out of the ex- 
tortionate sums exacted from the merchants for 
examination of the wines. In 1663 the King 
leased the tumnage, poundage, and import bx- 
cise duties for the sum of £55,000 per annum. 


REVENUES LEASED. 


The Irish revenues were frequently leased 
until 1682, when the practice was stop ed. In 
1675 they were leased to a number of London 
financiers for £240,000 a year. From 1682 the 
Customs service was controlled by the Commis- 
sioners. The officers’ salaries were merely 
nominal, but their fees and other perquisites, 
which the merchants paid, made these posts 
very desirable from a financial point of view.

fact, these were the busiest years in the whole 
history of the service. In 17 the Irish Parlia- 
ment passed a resolution in favour of free 
trade, and in 1793 an Act was Fe rmitting 
Ireland to share in the profitable East India 
trade. So great was the volume of trade under 
the fostering influence of the new regimé, that 
the “Old Custom House” was found to be too 
small for the accommodation of the staff. A 
new Custom House was, therefore, built. When 
completed, this beautiful edifice was the largest 
Custom House in the world. It is now, alas! in 
ruins. But let us hope that in the glorious 
commercial future before the Irish Free State 
a new and more up-to-date Custom House 
will soon arise on the site of the old building, 


with its tragic memories. 


ACT OF UNION. 


The Act of Union between Great Britain and 
Ireland came into operation on January Ist, 
1801, and from that date the two countries 
were known as “ The United Kingdom of Groat 
Britain and Ireland.” This new Act did not, 
however, see the inauguration of free trade be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland. It was lard 
down that for twenty years following the date 
of Union ad valorem Customs dutics were im- 

on the importation from either country 

of the following commodities :—Apparel, wrought 
cabinet ware, carnages, wae 

ats, 


paper, pottery, manufactured leather, silk 


nufactures, and tin plates. It was further 
Iaid down that “ certain goods, being producta 
or manufactures of and lisble to Excise duty 
in the respective countries, were made liable to 
pe Bhi Om duties on importation from one 
country to the other.” Again, woollen goods 
were to pay on importation from either country 
into the other the duties previously payable in 
Ireland. 

Various other complicated arrangements 
were made regarding the duties on Irish coal, 
English salt, cotton yarn and twist, and 
and muslins. For the first twenty Peres follow- 
ing the date of Union it was enac that the 
contributions towards the expenditure of the 
United Kingdom were to be in the proportion 
of fifteen from Great Britain and two from 
Ireland. The Irish revenues were to be funded 
and charged with the interest on the Irish. debt 
and with the reduction of this debt by means of 
a sinking fund, The residue was to devoted 
towards defraying the expenditure of the 
United Kingdom. Any surplus which remained 
was to be applied to reducing Irish taxes or 
other Irish purposes. The taxes on foreign and 
Colonial goods were not the same in either 
country, though there was a provision in the 
Act that no article imported into Ireland was 
to be taxed higher than the duty on the said 
article in England. However, in the course of a 
few years it was provided that the revenues of 
the two countries should be brought into one 
fund, known as “ The Consolidated Fund of 
the United Kingdom.”

ing £200 as a “ bribe to Coastguard.” The net 
profit of this transaction was £3,100. 
In those days the Admiralty co-operated with 
the Customs in suppressing smuggling. Orders 
like the following were frequently transmitted 
to “all officers concerned '' :-—~ 
“To look out for the Jane, 200 tons, 44 men, 
16 guns, which left Flushing January 24th, 
1818, with tobacco, tea, and 5,000 bandanas; 
also the Idas, 155 tons, 30 men, not armed 
which left Bremerhaven with tobacco and 
tea. Also the Unicorn, ready to sail, with 
tobacco stowed in her false bottom and false 
sides.”’ 
“To look out for a cutter (crew mostly 
foreigners), ‘which went ashore in a fog 
near Calais on February 12th, 1818. (She 
was got off and proceeded down Channel.) 
She had ‘ig egy left Flushing, laiden 
with emall kegs of spirits, nominally for 
Rio de Janeiro, but was bound, it is con 
jectured, for the coast of Ireland.” 
In 1822 the Customs officers made two im- 
portant seizures. The first was made in Kinsale 
on February 16th, when the American schooner 
Peru, bound from New York, was found to 
have 70 tons of contraband tobacco on board. 
The second took place at Kilrush when the 
Badajos, of London, was found to be especially 
constructed for smuggling tobacco. The Customs 
officer who made the seizure, said the vessel was 
really two vessels, one within the other. 
Numerous detections were also made of tobacco, 
silk, and lace which were ingeniously concealed 
«the Epa made in planks and large pieces of 
wood. 


SHIP SEIZED. 


During the ‘thirties and ‘forties no big runs 

were attempted on the Irish coast. Perhaps it 
would be more accurate to state that none was 
discovered. Early in 1852 a ship which: was 
specially built for smuggling was seized at, Kil- 
rush and subsequently condemned. On March 
and, 1854, a rumour reached the officials at the 
Dublin Custom House that the Mutine, of 
Cherbourg, would attempt to land a cargo of 
contraband. tobacco on the Dublin coast. The 
Baldoyle police and coastguards were “on the 
alert.’’ They subsequently discovered seventeen 
bales of tobacco. Rocky Island was then 
searched, as a result of information received, 
and large quantities of tobacco found. 
_ These are the only facts concerning sumggl- 
ing which official sources can authenticate. But 
it is well known that up to half a century ago, 
large and very successful runs of winés, spirits, 
and tobaccos were made on all parts of the 
Irish coast. Nowadays, there is very little 
romance in smuggling, owing to the very 
effective control which the Customs of the 
various countries exercise over shipping. Ships 
going from one foreign country to another carry 
Customs documents, on which every item of 
their cargo is envered. When the master of a 
vessel arrives in port he hands the. Customs his 
report and manifest. His cargo is then checked 
against these documents. Before the goods are 
landed every nook and cranny, so to speak, of 
his ship is searched by Customs officials 


THE NEW SYSTEM. ' 


Under the terms of the Peace Treaty Ireland 
has complete control of the Customs service. 
The new Government of the Irish Free State 
has full power and authority to make as many 
or as few changes as it pleases in the present 
tariff of the United Kingdom. If any radical 
alterations are made, there will, no doubt, be 
a revival of petty smuggling. For instance, if 
the present whiskey tax of £3 12s. 6d. per proof 
gallon is reduced to, say, £2 10s. per proof 
gallon, people crossin to England will be 
tempted to take a few bottles back with them. 
However, the Customs officers at Holyhead, or 
any other British port, will see that the correct 
duty is paid! It is not generally realised that 
as soon as the necessary arrangements can be 
made sea traffic between Great Britain and Ire- 
land will no longer be treated as coastwise 
traffic. Very shortly ships and passengers from 
Great Britajn will be regarded as “ arrivals 
from foreign.” Similarly, ships and passengers 
from Ireland will be treated as foreign arrivals 
in English and Scottish ports. Under the new 
system the Customs staff in Ireland will prob- 
ably be doubled. Passengers. will be asked if 
they have anything dutiabre to declare, and they 
will have to open their luggage for Customs in- 
spection. Entries will also have to be passed for 
all imports. It is anticipated that when the 
new system begins to work there will be some 
confusion, and the absence of suitable accommo- 
dation will cause no little inconvenience. 

The Customs officers will also be held r n- 
sible for every item of a ship’s cargo. “They 
will have to check “free goods” as well as 
“dutiable goods.” Herctofore most of our 
dutiable imports were brought to account in 
Great Britain. But now the account will have 
to be raised here. The present tariff of the 
United Kingdom is extremely complicated. In 
addition to the ordinary Customs duties there 
are new taxes such as the ad valorem duties, 
the key industry duties, and German repara- 
tions duty. If the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment intends including these duties, taxes, or 
imposts in its tariff, the work of the [Irish 
Customs officers will be extremely technical, and 
only very expert men can be employed in the 
task of assessing the duties. Laboratories must 
also be equipped for testing the percentage of 
moisture in tobaceo, the polarisation of sugar, 
and the gravities and densities of the various 
dutiable imports. Only highly-trained Govern- 
ment chemists are fitted to perform such deli- 
cate and such important aed 9

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CINEMA NOTES,

A brief outline of the work relating to film 
censorship in Dublin may be interesting. A 
voluntary system was established by the }ublic 
Health Committee in 1916, when two honorary 
censors were appointed. The number has been 
increased from time to time since, and re- 
cently, owing to the great expansion of the 
film busmess and increased interest in the 
system of censorship, the number has again 
been augmented. At present there are 33 
honorary censors—23 members of the Corpora- 
tion, 2 ladies nominated by the Public Health 
Committee, 3 members of the Irish Vigilance 
Association, and 5 persons nominated by the 
Right Rev. Dr. Gregg, Archbishop of Dublin. 
The Priests’ Guild hag also been asked to 
nominate five representatives, so that actually 
the number will be 38, ostensibly a formidable 
list, but really, owing to inherent defects in the 
system, hardly adequate to cope with the prob- 
lem. With the remarkable development in the 
trade, which has taken place since 1916, the 
problem has assumed such large proportions as 
to render the present system rather unsatis- 

and to make the case for reform 
urgent. 


The average length of new films shown weekl 
in Dublin is 150, feet. The Public Healt 
Committee are of opinion that al] these films 
should be censored before they are publicly 
exhibited, but this would involve the provision 
of a private cinema theatre, and the ular 
attendance of censors. It has recently been 
brought to the notice of the Committee that 
films passed by their censors and exhibited in 
Dublin have been objected to and rejected by 
some local bodies throughout the country. Such 
strange anomalies should not be permitted to 
exist, as they are not only unfair to the public, 
but are unjust to the trade, whose members 
are willing to pay fees, and help in other ways 
as long as the Dublin censorship is recognised 
by the rest of the country.
